Here at the very doors of Dublin’s youth

the south-east corner. Across in the south- 


west are the inexplicably grand mountain 


chains of West Cork and Kerry, with world- 
famed Kaullarney nestling in their midst, 
offering unlimited fields of activity for hiker, 
motorist and sportsman. Then in the West 
there is Connemara, the West Mayo Country, 
and in the north-west glorious Donegal— 
what more inviting prospect could the hiker 
desire. So much for those who want a 
‘* hiking ’’ holiday. : 


FOR THE MOTOBIST. 


For the motorist Ireland offers a splendid 
field. The very formation of the island 
makes it a happy motoring ground, and the 
roads are in first class condition. The cities 
aud towns are so conveniently located that 
the motorist on a touring holiday has ample 
opportunity to see the country in the most 
intimate way. Take the motorist starting 
from Dublin for a tour of the South. 
first day’s run will bring him through 
the lovely stretch of country along the 
East Coast, in which he was. Al acquaint- 
ance with the beauty spots of County 
Wicklow veritably ‘‘ The Garden oí 
Ireland ”; and thence through Wexford, 
with its historic associations, Here in the 
quaint old county town he can stay over- 
night, or run on to Rosslare, that popular 
south-eastern seaside resort which is now so 
popular, with its fine hotels, bathing strand, 
boating, golf and other facilities. If he likes 
he can run on to Waterford, passing New 
Ross en route. Within a few miles of the 
City of Waterford there is Tramore, a very 
favoured seaside place whose attractions 
draw thousands of holiday-makers annually. 
There is a full round of amusements here to 
suit every taste. In Waterford County there 
is also the beautiful bapa country— 
Dungarvan, Lismore, Cappoquin—where the

Further along the coast is Youghal, full of 
interest for the tourist, apart altogether from 
its beautiful strand and its holiday amenities. 
Jt was a borough of great importance at one 
time, and still preserves many relics of its 
former greatness.

There are: Kinsale, famous 
in Irish history; Rosscarbery, Clonakilty and 
Baltimore—all beautifully situated. On past 
Skibbereen tha coast becomes broken up into 
great mountain promontories, broken by 
deep inlets of the sea, and presenting a tvpe 


of sea and mountain scenery indescribably 
grand. So one passes on to Schull, a 


pleasant holiday centre set. in the view of 
Carbery’s Hundred Isles, and Mizzen Head, 
not far away. Bantry, set near the head of 
Bantry Bay, is a good centre for exploring 
this delightful coast district. Opposite 
Bantry, across the Bay, is Glengarriff, one 
of the most lovely resorts in Ireland, offer- 
ing an ideal centre for a holiday. 

The drive from Glengarriff to Kenmare in 
Kerry is delightful, the road climbing and 
winding through the hills to an elevation of 
1.200 feet, and passing on suddenly reveals 
Killarney and its world-famed Lakes lying in 
front and far below in a scene of marvellous 
beauty—this surely is one of the world’s 
great landscapes. Killarney and the beauties 
of the Kingdom of Kerry need no descrip- 
tion: their chanms are known to all They 
are simply a paradise for the holiday maker. 

The motorist can continue on to Limerick 
City, set tm such historic and interesting 
surroundings on the great River Shannon. 
The great works and plant of the Shannon 
hydro-electricity ‘undertaking at Ardnacrusha 
and O’Brien’s Bridge are worth seeing. 

So one passes on to County Clare, 
whose holiday attractions the visitor will 
never have to complain.
